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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To make possible to surely pull out weed with 
comfortable posture by 

nipping weed with weed nipping plates fixed on each 
lower end of a pair of 

operating levers capable of open and shut and pulling 
out. 

CONSTITUTION: Holding parts 10 of each operating lever 
1 are individually held 

in left and right hands of user in standing state and space 
between weed 

nipping plates 2 is opened, then the plates are thrusted 
into earth in a manner 

of inserting weed. In said instance, root of weed is cut at 
around of root 

part by blade part 4 shaped on each comb teeth 3 in top 
end of the weed nipping 

plate 2 and only main root is rest on the weed. Both 
holding parts 10 are 

strongly pulled off and the weed is inserted in the weed 
nipping plates 2. In 
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said instance, comb teeth 3 of both weed nipping plates 2 
are crossed while 

cutting root with blade parts 4 and sweeping pieces 6 are 
transferred to upper 

parts of back of weed nipping plates 2. After the weed is 
inserted by weed 

nipping plates 2 and pulled out, both holding parts 10 are 
separated and the 

weed nipping plates 2 are opened, then the weed is 
wasted. In said instance, 

back of the weed nipping plate 2 is rubbed by sweeping 

piece 6 from lower part 

and attached mud and weed are scraped out. 
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
